Date of nex t visit 
to the earth, about 1986 A. D. 
If you don't get up early some 
morning before nex t Monday and take 
a look at Hailey’s comet, you will be 
compelled to wait until May 19 to get 
a view of the visitor. 
After Monday the comet will be in 
visible, as it will be crossing the orb 
of our planet. 
When it reappears in the west, bow' 
ever, after it has passed to the other 
side of the earth’s orbit, the comet 
will be a beautiful spectacle. 
It will be seen in the west just after 
sunset May 19, and will rise much 
earlier each evening. 
Owing to its 
comparative nearness to the earth, 
the flaming boauty will ascend higher 
and more rapidly in the heavens than 
it did in the east. 
Its motion proba 
bly will be apparent to the close ob­ 
server for the first few’ days after it 
appears in the west. 
When the comet has passed beyond 
the range of the telescope, it will not 
be seen by earthly dwellers again un­ 
til 1986, when it will return, unless it 
gets lost or hum s out.

It was during the early day s of my
